The Jailer of Christian couiity 
n-cfiilly adverti.sed a ^allows f(ir 
Silk'. It was a jfood uallows, made 
of Steel and only slightly osed. 
Tlie county nerer had'niuch use 
ffir it at any staire of the jranie, 
tli(>uL!h the oldest inhal>itant has a 
faint recollection that a negro was 
"ushered into eternity"' bv means 
of it at some period siino the close 
of llie civil war. It lias been re- 
tained, however, aa a horrible ex- 
ample to other c olored persons of 
C'hristian county whicli has what 
most of the Kentucky counties re- 
W'wA aa a surplus. Now that the 
Stale of Kentucky is threatauini; 
to electrocute sonielxxly at the 
Kddyville penitentiary, steel gil)- 
ijets have been relesrated to the 
catejrory of last year's birds' nests 
and Christian county is wiHin»r to 
si ll lier ({allows at a K' eat reduc- 
tion. 

Most of the states in the Union 
liiivc al)andoiieii thejrallows haliit, 
atid the only offer the jailer of 
Christian County has had for the 
instrument of death, comes from a 
cnllf^ro u[)i;i Michijran.

Warrants woio is.siiod at Paris 
last week for the arrest of Smith 
Baker and Megibbon Kimbrongh 
two well-known youny men of 
rie.\i!i<rtori, cliMioiiio- tlieiii with 
detaining a woman against licr 
will and attempted seduction. 
The warrants were sent by regis- 
ter mail to SlieiitV Dun Scott, of 
Fay»-tte county. The warrants 
were the result of an escapade io 
Paris, in which two men and two 
reptitiible .voiiii>r women took part, 
and wliicli, when the facts became 
known caused much indignation 
in Peris and resulted in the 
warrants beinjf sworn out by 
William Kemiii^'ton. editor of the 
Paris l^emocrat. The warrants 
were made returnable before the 
County Judge at Paris. 

Wednesday afternoon about 5:i!() 
o'clocK a young woman rushed 
into the store of the Link Grocery 
Company, in Paris, screaming: 
"For God's .sake, save me." and 
fell upon the lloor in a faint 
When she revived she stated that 
ahe and a girl companion had ac- 
companied Baker and Kiml)rouyli 
to Paris on the 5 o'clock car from 
Lexinirton, the men atating that 
they would viait a pioturn show 
and other fimOsements. She said 
that the men instead took them to 
a disorderly house on Fearl street 
and that, aeeing what wan of plaoe 
it was she ran away to escape. 

The girl was apparently not over 
16 years old and was very much 
frightened. Her hair was dis- 
heveled and her dreia torn. At 
this juncture her woman compan- 
ion, who was about the same age* 
joined her, hot the bimi did not 
appear. The girla naked to be 
sent home. Securing a descrip- 
tion of the men, Policeman Fred 
Link arreated them and brought 
them before the girls, who identi- 
hed them, but be<^4red that the 
men be released as a trial would 
make the matter public and cause 
a scandal. They agreed if the 
men were released to accompany 
them home.

Much has been said and written 

on the .«!Ubject of irood foads. 
Much more in fact, than lias been 
accomplish^. It is not the pur- 
po.se of this article to criticise the 
road 1,11(1 street condition, for the 
writer ib tre»j lo confess he is not 
familiar with the conditions that 
confront thrCount.v and Cit.v in 
the inaiiiteiuinco of the roads ami 
-slicets, l)ul siinpl.v to oiler .some 
•sugifestiohs that seem to bm ixuii 
economical and practical. 

The liist. and most important 
thing to be considered is the qual- 
it.v of the stone, the second is the 
econom.v of appl.ving it, and the 
third, the skill with which it is 
applied. 

Looking at the tirst proposition 
if the County and city will-get to 

gether and get options on as many 
(juarries as tbe.v think advisable 
and within a reasonable distance 
of the city, take aampiee of stone 
from each <iuarr.v to the State 
Collcije, have tbeni analized par- 
ticularly With reference to their 
use for McAdam, and bay each a 
»iuany. This quarry of course 
should be near the C & O H. U 
tracts. Let the count.y and tit.y 
join with each other buy this quar- 
ry, buy and install a crusher with 
amide capa( ity to meet the t e 
quirenients. This being done se- 
cure from the C & O road the 
privilege of con.sti ui ting bins 
'iiider the Cual Road Trestle where 
the stone may be dumped from 
the cars into bins and by chutes 
into wagons. This will secure 
the greatest economy i.i liandling- 
After this llio «»tily thing- remain- 
inj{ will be the services of a g;ood 
road builder. 

It will be claimed of course tiiat 
ibis will necessitate the outlu.v of 
consiiieralile capital which is true 
probably an investment of $10,000 
or Sia.OOO will be required. By 
this means tlie county t)ikes can be 
kept up tor a ili.stance of two to 
two and a half miles from the 
Court House, and certainly the 
city can !mvo the cliCiijiest and 
best streets she ever had. 

The Fiscal Court ami Cit.v Coun- 
cil may tell us they have no funds 
which is probabl.v true. But 
where is the farmer or business 
niua that will not donate sometbini; 
toward raising $10,000 or $12,000
